THE  PHARMACY  BILL. 


We  are  able  in  this  issue  to  publish  the  full  text  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bill,  which  was  introduced  and  read  the  first  time  in  the  Legislative 
Assembly  on  Thursday  night,  the  24th.  The  introduction  of  the 
Bill  into  the  House  ought  to  be  gratifying  intelligence  to  every 
chemist  and  druggist  in  the  colony,  and  not  only  to  every  registered 
chemist,  but  to  every  unregistered  chemist  carrying  on 
business,  every  assistant  and  apprentice.  The  scope  of  the 
measure  is  as  wide  and  liberal  as  any  piece  of  legislation  ever  placed 
before  Parliament.  Perhaps  the  chief  and  most  interesting  feature 
of  it  is  the  qualification  clause,  and  this  must  assuredly  meet  with 
the  approval  of  all  in  the  trade.  As  our  space  is  limited,  we  cannot 
attempt  to  go  into  a  detailed  notice  of  the  Bill.  It  is  so  clear  how¬ 
ever,  and  so  comprehensive,  that  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  refer  to 
any  portion  of  it  5  the  document  speaks  for  itself.  Any  one  can 
understand  it.  A  word  is  due  to  the  members  of  the  Board  and 
Council  who  have  worked  so  untiringly  for  five  years  past  to  bring 
the  measure  to  its  present  position.  Scarcely  a  Board  meeting  or  a 
(Council  meeting  ever  passed  during  those  five  y^ears  that  some 
reference  was  not  made  to  the  Bill.  Members  gave  up  valuable  time 
to  attend  special  meetings,  and  repeated  deputations  to  every  succeed¬ 
ing  Colonial  Treasurer,  and  the  only  occasion  in  which  we  got  as  near 
the  goal  as  the  present  was  when  Mr.  Bruce  Smith  was  Colonial 
Treasurer  in  the  last  Parkes  Ministry.  Just  when  Mr.  Bruce  Smith 
was  about  to  introduce  the  measure  the  G-overnment  collapsed.  It 
seemed  hopeless  to  think  of  ever  getting  the  Bill  before  Parliament, 
but  the  determination  of  the  members  of  the  Board  kept  them 
pegging  away,  and  at  last  their  efforts  look  like  being  crowned.  Less 
than  a  fortnight  ago  the  Premier  gave  the  Board  a  few  copies  of  the 
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Bill  as  he  proposed  presenting  it  to  the  Assembly,  and  a  special 
meeting  was  held  to  consider  its  provisions.  It  was  at  once  evident 
that  it  would  not  do  in  that  shape.  The  clauses  were  thereupon 
amended,  and  Mr.  Beid  was  asked  to  receive  a  deputation  for  its 
final  discussion  before  entering  the  Chamber.  The  appeal  was 
successful,  and  the  Premier  arranged  to  see  the  deputation  at  Parlia¬ 
ment  House  on  the  night  of  the  23rd.  An  amended  copy  was  placed 
before  him,  and  he  went  through  it  rapidly,  discussing  the  different 
points  with  the  nmmhers  present.  He  saw  the  wisdom  of  the 
alterations,  and  accepted  them  unreservedly.  In  less  than  half  an  hour 
the  interview  terminated,  and  the  deputation  left  in  triumph. 
Mr.  Reid  promised  to  have  it  printed  the  following  morning,  and  to 
the  surprise  of  those  immediately  interested,  the  Bill,  in  its  new  dress, 
was  read  a  first  time  the  next  evening.  It  was  one  of  the  quickest 
things  on  record.  To  labour  fruitlessly  for  five  long  weary  years, 
and  then  to  shape  the  much  wished  for  in  a  few  minutes,  so  to  speak, 
have  it  printed  and  read  a  first  time  in  less  than  twenty-four  hours  is 
something  worth  recording.  By  the  time  this  issue  is  in  the  hands 
of  our  subscribers,  we  hope  to  see  the  beginning  of  the  second  reading, 
Avhen  a  good  opinion  may  be  formed  as  to  the  fate  of  the  measure. 


AUSTRALASIAN  PHARMACY  EXAMINATION 

PAPERS. 


The  Wellington  correspondent  of  our  Melbourne  contemporary  made 
some  strictures  a  few  months  back  on  the  New  Zealand  Examination 
papers,  and  these  gave  rise  to  a  question  as  to  the  relative  merits  of 
the  Australasian  Pharmacy  Examination  papers.  Mr.  C.  R.  Blackett, 
of  Melbourne,  one  of  the  Yictorian  Examiners,  was  immediately  called 
upon  to  give  an  authoritative  opinion  on  the  subject,  and  he  gave  the 
following  decision,  taking  as  a  basis  the  latest  papers  issued  up  to 
that  time  : — 

“Victoria:  Preliminary  Examination  (1st  June),  Examination  for 
the  Certificate  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  Melbourne ;  materia  medica 
(2nd  June),  botany  (3rd  June),  chemistry  (2nd  June);  Pinal  Examination, 
practical  pharmacy  (4th  and  5th  June). 

New  South  Wales  :  Preliminary  (27th  June)  ;  chemistry  and  botany 
(June);  practical  dispensing,  pharmacy  (24th,  25th  and  26th  June); 
prescriptions  (June) ;  materia  medica  (June). 

New  Zealand  :  15th  and  16th  April,  Twenty-fourth  Standard 
Examination — Pharm-^cy,  materia  medica,  botany,  chemistry. 

Queensland  :  Professional  Examination  (4th  March),  materia  medica, 
practical  pharmacy,  pharmacy,  chemistry,  botany ;  Preliminary 
Examination  (4th  March,  3rd  June). 
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Mr.  Blackett  reports  as  follows  :  — 

.  ‘  In  comparing  the  examination  papers  of  the  various  colonies 

submitted,  the  first  point  to  be  noted  is  that,  while  New  South  Wales,, 
Victoria  and  Queensland  demand  a  Preliminary  Examination,  New 
Zealand  does  not.  The  Preliminary  papers  of  the  various  colonies 
mentioned  are  about  equal  in  standard. 

With  regard  to  the  other  examination  papers,  it  would  seem  that,  as 
far  as  the  questions  set  are  concerned,  those  in  Chemistry  are  the  most 
variable.  The  New  South  Wales  examination  papers  are  elementary  in' 
the  extreme ;  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  New  Zealand  and  Queensland 
papers — not  sufficiently  testing  the  student’s  knowledge  of  theoretical 
chemistry,  upon  which  what  is  called  practical  chemistry  should  be  based. 
The  Victorian  standard  is  much  higher,  and  probes  more  thoroughly  the 
candidate’s  requirements  in  this  all-important  science. 

In  botany,  the  papers  of  New  South  Wales,  Queensland,  and  New 
New  Zealand  are  about  equal ;  birt  it  is  evident  that  the  Victorian  stan¬ 
dard  is  higher  than  any  of  the  others,  more  severely  testing  the  actual 
botanical  knowledge  of  the  candidate. 

In  materia  medica  the  papers  are  all  of  about  the  same  standard.. 
The  New  Zealand  paper  certainly  is  very  good,  and  does  not  in  any  way 

fall  below  the  standard  which  is  demanded  in  the  other  colonies. 

In  practical  pharmacy  there  is  a  considerable  divergence.  Dispensing; 
in  New  South  Wales  would  appear  to  be  too  simple,  although  the  written 
work  demanded  is  fairly  good,  the  same  may  be  said  of  Queensland,  but 
no  practical  dispensing  appears  to  be  required.  The  ZeaNew  land  papers ^ 
are  good,  and  up  to  a  good  standard ;  but  here  again,  the  Victorian 
papers  are  superior. 

Several  typographical  mistakes  occur  in  one  of  the  New  South  Wales- 
papers.’  ” 

However  much  truth  there  may  be  in  this,  it  would  be  interesting  • 
to  know  who  named  Mr.  C.  D.  Blackett  as  the  judge.  Our  contemporary 
says,  “  Mr.  Blackett  was  named  in  this  connection.”  His  ability  is 
not  called  into  question  at  all,  but  in  such  an  important  subject,  we 
certainly  think  it  would  have  been  better  to  have  obtained  the- 
opinion  of  a  university  professor  or  professors  before  publishing  such 
a  statement.  Mr.  Blackett  has  been  a  Victorian  Examiner  for  a  long¬ 
time  past,  and  in  his  high  and  honourable  position  over  the  Victorian 
Board  is  naturally  anxious  to  see  his  colony  in  the  foremost  position. 
It  was  bad  taste  on  the  part  of  his  namer,  and  bad  taste  for  him  to^ 
undertake  such  a  general  criticism  while  holding  the  position  of  one^ 
of  the  Examiners.

A  BILL 

To  establish  a  Board  of  Pharmacy  ;  to  regulate  the  carrying  on  of  the 
business  of  a  Pharmacist  ;  to  provide  for  the  examination  and  registra¬ 
tion  of  Pharmacists  ;  and  for  purposes  incidental  to  the  above  objects. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Legislative  Assembly 
of  New  South  Wales  in  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  as  follows  : — 

THE  PHARMACY  BOARD. 

1.  On  the  commencement  of  this  Act  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South 
Wales  (in  this  Act  called  “  the  Board”)  shall  be  and  is  hereby  constituted,  and  shall 
consist  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  such  other  persons  as  the 
Governor  may,  by  proclamation  in  the  Gazette^  appoint  from  among  those  persons 
whom  he  considers  eligible  for  registration  under  this  Act  :  Provided  that  the 
muniber  of  members  of  the  Board  shall  at  no  time  be  more  than  eight. 

On  and  from  its  constitution,  the  Board  shall  be  a  body  corporate,  having 
perpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal. 

2.  At  the  expiration  of  twelve  months  from  the  commencement  of  this  Act. 
and  at  the  expiration  of  each  successive  period  of  twelve  months  thereafter,  two  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  shall  retire  until  all  the  members  have  retired,  and  the 
order  in  which  they  shall  retire  shall  be  determined  in  each  instance  by  lot  in  the 
jnanner  prescribed. 

At  the  expiration  of  each  of  the  said  periods  two  persons  may  be  elected 
members  of  the  Board  by  the  registered  pharmacists  in  manner  prescribed. 

The  elected  members  shall  each  hold  office  for  a  period  of  three  years  and 
shall  then  retire,  and  the  places  of  the  members  so  retiring  shall  be  filled  by  persons 
elected  by  the  registered  pharmacists  in  the  manner  prescribed. 
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Any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  elected  members  of  the  Board  may  be 
filled  by  the  Board.  The  member  so  appointed  shall  retire  at  the  expiration  of  the 
period  for  which  the  person  whose  place  he  fills  was  elected. 

No  person  shall  be  elected  or  ap{)ointed  under  this  section  unless  he  is  a 
registered  pharmacist. 

3.  The  members  of  the  Board  may,  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  prescribed,, 
elect  one  of  their  own  number  to  be  the  President  ;  and  the  members  present  at  any 
meeting  may,  in  the  absence  of  the  President  or  in  case  no  President  be  elected, 
choose  one  of  their  number  to  preside  at  that  meeting. 

The  President  or  member  of  the  Board  presiding  at  any  meeting  shall  have- 
a  casting  but  not  an  original  vote. 

A  quorum  shall  consist  of  three  members  of  the  Board. 

4.  The  Board  may — 

{a)  appoint  a  registrar  and  such  other  officers  as  it  may  from  time  bo  time- 
think  fit  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  of  any  regulations- 
made  thereunder. 

(J)  direct  any  person  to  attend  before  the  Board  and  administer  an  oath  o^ 
affirmation  to  that  person  and  examine  him  on  oath  or  affirmation. 

(c)  make  regulations  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

5.  The  Board  shall  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year  prepare  and  send' 
to  the  Colonial  Treasurer  a  report  of  its  proceedings  during  the  last  preceding  year, 
and  shall  also,  at  the  request  of  the  said  Treasurer,  made  at  any  time,  forthwith- 
prepare  and  send  to  him  a  special  report  of  its  proceedings.  A  copy  of  every  annual 
report  furnished  under  this  section  shall  be  laid  before  both  Hoases  of  Parliament 
without  delay. 

THE  REGISTAR  OF  PHARMACISTS. 

6.  The  Board  shall,  on  payment  of  the  fees  mentioned  in  kSchedule  1.  to  this 
Act,  enter  in  a  book  to  be  kept  in  the  form  of  Schedule  11.  to  this  Act,  and  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  “  the  register,”  the  names,  arranged  alphabetically,  of  all  persons 
entitled  to  be  registered  as  pharmacists,  and  their  addresses  and  qualifications  ;  and 
those  persons,  so  long  as  their  names  are  entered  on  the  register,  shall  be  and  are- 
herein  referred  to  as  “  registered  pharmacists.” 

The  register  shall  be  open  at  all  reasonable  times  for  public  inspection  on. 
the  payment  of  such  fees  as  may  be  prescribed. 

7.  The  Board  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  make  alterations  and- 
additions  to  the  register,  and  for  that  purpose — 

(a)  livery  registered  pharmacist  shall  give  written  notice  to  the  Board  of 
any  change  of  his  address. 

(&)  The  Registrar-General  and  every  District  Registrar  and  Assistant  District 
Registrar  under  the  Act  thirtieth  Victoria  number  four  or  any  Act  regu¬ 
lating  the  registration  of  deaths  shall,  on  being  informed  of  the  death 
of  any  registered  pharmacist,  forwith  send  notice  of  the  same  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  Board. 

8.  The  Board  may  cause  to  be  written  and  posted  to  any  registered  phar¬ 
macist  a  registered  letter,  addresser!  to  his  last  known  address,  inquiring  whether  ' 
he  has  changed  his  address,  and  if  no  answer  to  that  inquiry  be  received  within 
three  months  from  the  day  it  was  posted,  a  second  letter  of  siojilar  import  may  be 
written  and  posted  as  aforesaid,  and  if  no  answer  be  given  to  the  inquiry  in  the 
second  letter  within  one  month  from  the  day  it  was  posted,  the  Board  may  remove 
the  name  of  that  pharmacist  from  the  register,  but  shall  replace  the  name  so  removed 
as  aforesaid  on  his  personal  application. 

9.  The  Governoi  may  direct  the  name  of  any  person  who  has  at  any  time 
before  or  after  the  commencement  of  this  Act  been  convicted  of  any  offence  which,. 
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in  the  opinion  of  the  Governor,  renders  that  person  unfit  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
a  pharmacist,  to  be  removed  from  the  register. 

But  the  Board  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  replace  on  the 
register  any  name  so  removed  as  aforesaid. 

10.  The  Board  shall,  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  publish  in  the 
Gazette  a  list  of  names  of  all  registered  pharmacists,  corrected  up  to  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December  of  the  last  preceding  year. 

11.  A  person  is  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  pharmacist,  and  shall  receive 
from  the  Board  a  certificate  in  the  form  of  Schedule  III  to  this  Act,  if  he  is  of  the 
fall  age  of  twenty-oneiyears,  and — 

(a)  has  before  the  twenty-first  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-six,  for  not  less  than  two  months  been  in  business  on  his  own 
account  as  a  pharmacist  keeping  open  shop  in  the  colony  of  New  South 
U  ales  ; 

(h)  has  before  the  day  aforesaid  served  in  the  Colony  of  New  South  Wales 
for  not  less  than  three  months  as  an  apprentice,  dispensing  assistant,  or 
compounder  to  a  pharmacist  keeping  open  shop,  or  in  a  dispensary  in 
connection  with  any  hospital  under  the  management  of  a  registered 
pharmacist,  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist ;  or 

(c)  has,  before  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  for  not  less  than  two  years  been 
in  business  in  the  Colony  of  New  South  Wales  on  his  own  account  as  a 
pharmacist  keeping  open  shop,  and  produces  to  the  Board  a  certificate 
signed  by  two  legally  qualified  medical  practitioners  that  he  is  a  fit  and 
proper  person  to  dispense  the  prescriptions  of  legally  qualified  medical 
practitioners  ;  or 

( d)  has  for  not  less  than  three  years  before  the  commencement  of  this  Act  been 
in  the  Colony  of  New  South  Wales  an  assistant,  or  compounder,  or 
apprentice,  in  the  business  of  a  pharmacist  keeping  open  shop,  or  in  a 
dispensary  in  connection  with  any  hospital  under  the  management  of  a 
registered  pharmacist,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  or  chemist  and  druggist, 
and  produces  to  the  Board  a  certificate  signed  by  two  legally  qualified 
medical  practitioners  that  he  is  a .  fit  and  proper  person  to  dispense  the 
prescriptions  of  legally  qualified  practitioners  ;  or 

(c)  holds  a  certificate  or  diploma  of  competency  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  chemist  and  druggist  or  pharmacist  from  any  College  or  Board  of 
Pharmacy  recognised  by  the  Board  :  or 

(/)  holds  a  certificate  issued  under  the  Sale  and  Use  of  Poisons  Act,  1876  (not 
being  a  certificate  granted)  under  the  proviso  to  section  eleven  of  that  Act) 
that  he  is  duly  qualifieel  to  be  a  dealer  in  poisons  ;  or 

(y)  fulfils  the  following  condition  ; — 

(I)  has  passed  an  examination,  called  the  preliminary  examination,  be¬ 

fore  examiners  appointed  under  this  Act  in  his  knowledge  of 
arithmetic  and  the  English  and  Latin  languages,  and  has  afterwards 
served  for  not  less  than  three  years  as  an  apprentice  in  the  business 
of  a  registered  pharmacist  in  the  colony  of  New  South  Wales, 
keeping  open  shop  for  the  purpose  of  dispensing  and  compounding 
medical  prescriptions  ;  and 

(II)  has  attended  one  course  of  lectures,  and  passed  examinations  in 
each  of  the  following  subjects  at  the  University  of  Sydney,  or  some 
School  or  College  of  Pharmacy  recognised  by  the  Board,  namely  : — 
chemistry,  practical  chemistry,  botany,  and  materia  medica,  and 

(III)  has  passed  an  examination  before  examiners  appointed  under  this 
Act  in  the  subject  of  piactical  pharmacy. 
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12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  registered  pharmacist  to  allow  his  apprentices 
during  the  last  year  of  their  apprenticeship  to  attend  the  lectures  and  examin¬ 
ations  mentioned  in  the  last  i  preceding  section;  and  any  failure  to  comply  with  the 
lequirements  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  breach  by  the  pharmacist  of  the 
articles  of  apprenticeship. 

13.  Any  person  authorised  by  the  Governor  in  that  behalE  may  be  present 
during  the  conduct  of  any, examination  held  under  the  authority  of  this  Act. 

14.  Any  person  who  wilfully  makes,  or  causes  to  be  made,  any  falsification 
in  any  matter  relating  to  the  registrar  of  pharmacists,  or  any  certificate  or  diploma^ 
and  any  person  who  wilfully  procures  or  attempts  to  procure  himself  or  any  other 
person  to  be  registered  as  a  pharmacist  under  the  Act  by  making,  or  producing? 
or  causing  to  be  made  or  produced,  any  false  or  fraudulent  representation  or 
declaration,  either  verbally  or  in  writing,  or  any  false  or  fraudulent  certificate  or 
diploma,  shall  for  each  ofience  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds, 
or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months. 

Nothing  in  this  part  of  this  Act  contained  shall  extend  to  or  interfere  with 
the  business  or  with  any  rights  and  privileges  of  any  legally  qualified  medical 
practitioner,  or  of  any  member  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  of  Great 
Britain,  nor  with  the  business  of  wholesale  dealers  in  supplying  drugs  or  chemicals  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing. 

DUTIES  OF  PHAEMACISTS— PENALTIES. 

15.  A  registered  pharmacist  who,  on  or  after  the  expiration  of  three  months 
from  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  carries  on  the  business  of  a  pharmacist  in  more 
than  one  open  shop  shall  employ  at  each  branch  shop  a  registered  pharmacist  who 
shall  be  in  charge  of  the  branch  shop  during  the  absence  of  his  employer  from  that 
shop  ;  and  any  person  who  contravenes  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  for 
each  offence  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  tioenty  pounds. 

16.  Upon  the  death  of  a  registered  pharmacist  in  business  as  a  pharmacist  on 
his  own  account  on  the  day  of  his  death,  the  executor,  administrator,  or  trustee  of  his 
estate  may  continue  the  said  business  under  the  name  of  the  deceased  pharmacist  for 
a  period  of  six  months  and  no  longer  from  the  day  aforesaid,  subject  to  the  fcondition 
that  the  business  is  in  charge  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 

17.  Any  person  who  at  any  time  on  or  after  the  expiration  of  three  months 
from  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  not  being  then  a  registered  pharmacist,  pretends 
to  be  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  a  chemist,  druggist,  pharmacist,  pharmaceutist, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  homoeopathic  chemist,  dispensing  chemist,  or  dispensing 
druggist,  or  who  takes  or  uses  any  title  or  term,  sign  or  symbol,  which  may  be  con¬ 
strued  to  mean  that  he  is  qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  pharmacist,  shall  for  each 
offence  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  less  than pounds  and  not  more  tho,!!  fifty  pounds. 

Provided  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  an  executor,  administrator,  or 
trustee  continuing  a  business  under  the  name  of  a  deceased  pharmacist  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

18.  On  and  after  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  commencement  of 
this  Act,  in  every  case  where  the  business  of  a  pharmacist  is  carried  on  in  an  open  shop, 
the  said  business  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  who  shall  personally 
superintend  the  carrying  on  of  the  said  business. 

Any  person  who  carries  on  the  said  business  in  a  shop  as  aforesaid  in  contra¬ 
vention  of,  or  without  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  this  seetion  shall  for  each  offence 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds. 

The  word  “  person  ”  wherever  the  same  occurs  in  sections  seventeen  and 
eighteen  shall  be  deemed  to  include  any  corporation  whether  established  by  charter 
or  otherwise,  and  any  company  or  society  duly  registered  in  pursuance  of  any  Act  of 
Parliament. 
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19.  Any  registered  pharmacist  or  person  employed  by  a  registered  pharmacist 
as  his  apprentice  or  assistant  (not  being  a  legally  qualified  medical  practitioner)  who 
practises  medicine  or  surgery,  except  in  accordance  with  any  rights  and  privileges 
enjoyed  hitherto  by  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists  in  their 
open  shops,  shall,  for  each  offence,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  Jive  pounds 
and  not  more  fifty  pounds. 

20.  (I)  The  Board  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  make 
regulations  dealing  with  the  following  matters  : — 

{a)  The  manner  of  election  of  its  members,  the  times  and  places  of  the  meetings 
of  the  Board,  and  the  conduct  of  business  at  those  meetings. 

(J)  The  terms  and  conditions  of  articles  of  apprenticeship  to  registered 
pharmacists. 

[c)  The  verification  by  statutory  declaration,  examination  of  witnesses,  or 
otherwise,  of  the  compliance  of  candidates  for  examination  and  for 
registration  with  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  and  their  admission  to 
examination. 

{d)  The  appointment  of  examiners,  and  the  conduct  of  the  examinations. 

((g)  The  granting  of  certificates,  and  the  keeping  and  publication  of  the  register 
of  pharmacists. 

(/ )  And  generally  for  carrying  this  act  into  effect. 

The  Board  may  also  in  those  regnlations  impose  any  penalty  not  exceeding^ 
ten  pounds  for  any  breach  of  the  same. 

(II)  All  regulations  made  under  this  Act  shall,  when  approved  by  the 
Governor  and  published  in  the  Gazette^  have  the  force  of  law,  and  shall  thereupon  be 
laid  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament  without  delay. 

21.  The  fees  and  penalties  payable  under  this  Act  shall  be  paid  to  the  Board 
and  shall  be  applied  by  the  Board  in  such  a  manner  as  it  may  think  fit  in  paying  the 
officers  appointed  under  and  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  and  of  any  regulations  made  under  its  authority. 

22.  All  penalties  imposed  by  this  Act,  or  by  any  regulations  made  under  ite 
authority,  may  be  recovered  before,  and  all  charges  under  this  Act  may  be  heard  and 
determined  by  a  police  or  stipendiary  magistrate  or  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  in 
Petty  Sessions. 

23.  In  proceedings  under  this  Act  or  any  regulations  made  thereunder,  a  copy 
of  the  register  kept  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  signed  by  the  president  or  any  two- 
members  of  the  Board,  or  a  copy  of  th&  Gazette  containing  the  list  provided  for  in 
section  ten  shall  be  primd  facie  evidence  that  the  persons  whose  names  are  therein 
contained,  and  no  others,  were  registered  pharmacists. 

24.  In  this  Act  and  in  any  regulations  made  thereunder  “  the  Board  ”  means 
the  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South  Wales  as  constituted  by  this  Act ;  the  word 
“  Governor  ”  means  Governor  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council ;  “  prescribed 
means  prescribed  by  regulations  made  under  this  Act  ;  the  definition  of  legally 
qualified  medical  practitioner”  in  the  Act  second  Victoria  number  twenty-two,  as 
amended  by  the  Acts  ninth  Victoria  number  twelve  and  nineteenth  Victoria  number 
seventeen,  applies  to  the  same  expression  when  used  in  this  Act ;  “  pharmacist  ”  means 
a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  pharmaceutist,  chemist  and  druggist,  chemist,  druggist, 
homoepathic  chemist,  dispensing  chemist,  dispensing  druggist,  keeping  open  shop  for 
the  purpose  of  dispensing  and  compounding  prescriptions  of  duly  qualified  medical 
practitioners  ;  and  “  registered  pharmacist  ”  means  pharmacist  whose  name  is  entered 
on  the  register  kept  in  pursuance  of  this  Act. 

25.  This  Act  shall  (except  where  otherwise  provided)  commence  and  have 
effect  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety  - 
seven,  and  may  be  cited  as  the  “Pharmacy  Act,  1896.”

In  the  face  of  a  previous  decision,  and  the  fact  that  the  applicant 
wishes  a  license  as  a  chemist,  the  Board  could  not  possibly  accede  to  it. 
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LETTER  FROM  MR.  SHILLINGLAW. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Harry  Shillinglaw  concerning  the  case  at 
Albury,  in  which  Mr.  Evan  James  sued  Mr.  D.  G.  Moore  (the  teller  in  the 
local  A.J.S.  Bank)  for  the  recovery  of  the  sum  of  tos.,  alleged  to  be 
due  for  medical  attendance.  James  said  he  had  been  requested  by  Moore 
to  treat  a  girl  for  certain  purposes,  and  that  he  had  agreed  to  pay  him 
handsomely  if  successful.  James  made  a  claim,  and  in  support  of  it  urged 
that  the  treatment  had  been  successful ;  and  that  what  he  did  was 
customary  with  chemists,  and  their  legitimate  business. 

Mr.  Shillinglaw  desired  the  Board  to  represent  the  facts  to  the 
authorities,  in  the  hope  of  some  action  being  taken  ;  and  it  was  accordingly 
decided  to  send  the  newspaper  cutting  to  the  Colonial  Treasurer.

A  man  named  James  Reynolds  died  a  few  days  ago,  at  the  Little 
Bay  Hospital,  while  being  placed  under  the  effects  of  Ether,  for  the 
purpose  of  an  operation. 

Mr.  George  Lindsay,  of  Dapto,  one  of  the  best  known  men  in 
the  district,  died  from  strychnine  poisoning  a  fortnight  back.  Prior  to  his 
death,  he  told  his  daughter  he  had  purposely  taken  it. 

Attempted  Suicide. — A  woman  named  Bridget  Holland,  36, 
was  brought  up  at  the  Glebe  Police  Court  on  the  23rd  on  a  charge  of 
having,  at  Annandale,  on  August  6  last,  attempted  to  commit  suicide  by 
taking  poison.  Accused  was  sentenced  to  two  days’  imprisonment. 

Death  of  Mr.  Dole. — Another  old  identity  has  passed  away  in 
the  person  of  Mr.  James  Dole,  who  died  on  the  nth,  at  the  Prince 
Alfred  Hospital,  at  the  ripe  age  of  81  years.  He  came  from  Bristol, 
England,  60  years  ago,  so  that  he  had  a  close  race  with  the  late  Mr. 
Pinhey.  He  carried  on  business  for  many  years  on  the  Botany  Road. 

Stock  Diseases. — Dr.  Martin,  lecturer  on  physiology  at  the 
University,  went  to  Inverell  recently,  and  at  once  proceeded  to  Gragin 
station,  where  Mr.  G.  H.  Gordon  placed  stock  at  his  disposal  in  various 
stages  of  disease  for  the  purpose  of  experimenting  as  to  the  effects  of  the 
Darling  Pea. 

Frederick  Ellis,  a  coachbuilder,  living  in  Goul burn-street,  was, 
on  the  6th  inst.,  found  in  great  agony  in  his  bed,  and  beside  him  on  the 
table  was  a  paper  bag  containing  oxalic  acid.  It  was  at  once  evident  that 
he  had  taken  some  of  the  poison,  and  his  speedy  removal  to  the  hospital 
was  the  means  of  saving  his  lire. 

Insect  Pest  Chart. — The  Department  of  Agriculture,  has  issued 
a  most  complete  and  comprehensive  Insect  Pest  Chart  (prepared  by  Mr. 
Claude  Fuller,  the  assistant  entomologist)  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  fruit¬ 
growers  and  others.  It  has  been  arranged  so  as  to  afford  a  ready  means 
of  reference  to  our  insect  pests,  and  the  compiler  has  unquestionably 
succeeded  in  making  a  splendid  table. 

Rontgen. — At  Albury,  on  the  2nd  inst..  Dr.  Cleaver  Woods,  in  the 
presence  of  a  large  company,  gave  an  interesting  demonstration  of  the 
Rontgen  “  X  ”  rays,  and  with  a  fluorescent  screen  plainly  showed  metal 
substances  through  ordinary  opaque  substances*,  One  of  the  party  had 
had  a  portion  of  a  fishhook  embedded  in  his  hand  for  20  years,  and  the 
^exact  locality  of  the  substance  was  disclosed. 
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A  Child  Poisoned. — James  Henry  Milligan,  a  child  two  years 
old,  was  poisoned  with  strychnine,  at  Coonabarabran,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  month.  The  child’s  father,  James  Milligan,  had  a  bottle  of  strychnine,, 
which  Mrs.  Milligan  buried  in  a  garden  six  months  since.  The  child, 
whilst  digging  holes  in  the  garden,  found  the  bottle,  and  ate  some  of  the 
poison,  dying  about  an  hour  afterwards. 

Beeswax  and  Turpentine. — A  serious  accident  occurred  at 
134  King-street,  Newtown,  on  the  5th  inst.,  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Jacob 
Selig.  A  servant  named  Violet  Roberts,  23,  was  mixing  some  Beeswax 
and  Turpentine  on  the  stove  when  it  upset,  and  her  clothes  caught  hre. 
Mrs.  Selig  ran  to  her  assistance,  and  was  herself  badly  burned.  Mr.  Selig 
also  sustained  injuries  to  one  hand.  Both  the  women  were  taken  to 
Prince  Alfred  Hospital.

Overdose  of  Cough  Mixture. — William  Downward,  aged  i 
year  and  10  months,  son  of  Captain  Downward,  of  the  Salvation  Army,, 
residing  at  the  barracks.  Brown-street,  Newtown,  was  brought  to  Prince 
Alfred  Hospital  on  the  23rd  in  a  most  exhausted  condition.  It  was 
explained  that  the  nurse  in  charge  of  the  child  was  suffering  from  a  cough, 
for  which  she  was  using  a  cough  mixture.  The  child  unfortunately  got  hold 
of  the  bottle,  and  drank  the  whole  of  the  contents.  Dr.  Menzies  admitted 
the  child  to  the  institution  for  treatment. 

More  X  Rays. — In  the  summons  division  of  the  Central  Police 
Court,  early  in  the  month,  Percy  D.  Hepburn,  of  165  King-street,  was 
charged  with  “  causing  an  indecent  exhibition  to  be  exposed  to  public 
view.”  It  was  stated  by  the  police  that  an  X  ray  exhibition  was  given  at 
the  above  place  mentioned,  in  the  course  of  which  a  nude  figure  was  ex¬ 
posed  to  view.  Mr.  Wallace  appeared  for  the  defendant,  and  urged  that  the 
police  were  entirely  mistaken  in  the  view  they  took  of  the  exhibition.  Mr. 
Edwards,  S.M.,  committed  defendant  for  trial  at  the  quarter  sessions.  Bail 
was  fixed  at 

Death  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Roe. — We  regret  extremely  to  learn  of 
the  death  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Roe,  which  took  place  at  Yokohama,  Japan,  on 
the  28th  of  June.  Mr.  Roe  represented  Stearns  &  Co.  of  New  York,  in 
these  colonies  and  India  for  several  years,  and  made  himself  as  popular  as 
any  traveller  could  desire  to  do.  He  was  unquestionably  a  splendid  busi¬ 
ness  man,  and  was  always  genial  with  it.  He  served  his  masters  with  the 
utmost  diligence,  and  it  only  seems  the  other  day  that  he  left  Sydney  to 
return  to  America.  Doubtless  he  was  still  working  hard  for  Messrs. 
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Stearns  &  Co.  in  the  part  of  the  world  which  has  terminated  his  life — the 
cause  being  fever.  He  was  born  at  Achavoe,  Ireland,  on  the  loth  of 
September,  1851. 

A  Newcastle  Conviction. — -Geo.  Firkin,  partner  in  the  firm  of 
Hart  and  Firkin,  patent  medicine  dispensers,  Newcastle,  was  proceeded 
against  by  the  police,  on  the  25th  inst.,  under  the  Sale  of  Poisons  Act,  for 
having  sold  i  oz.  of  tincture  of  iodine,  he  not  having  a  certificate  from  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  to  deal  in  poisons.  Dr.  Harris,  who  was  called  by  the 
police,  gave  defendant  an  excellent  character,  stating  that  he  had  been 
dispenser  with  him  for  fourteen  years,  and  was  competent  in  every  respect. 
Defendant  pleaded  guilty,  and  was  fined  ^3,  with  costs  of  court  and 
witness’s  expenses. 

Death  of  Dr.  Stokes. — Dr.  Frank  P.  Stokes,  of  Waverton, 
Norwood-street,  Petersham,  died  recently  at  his  residence,  from  pneumonia. 
The  deceased  gentleman,  who  was  but  30  years  of  age,  was  the  third  son 
of  Colonel  Stokes.  He  had  been  ailing  for  some  weeks  past,  and  latterly 
had  been  confined  to  bed.  His  condition  was  considered  hopeful,  but 
unfavourable  symptoms  set  in,  and  his  death  ensued  soon  afterwards.  Dr. 
Stokes  was  well  and  favourably  known  in  the  district  where  he  resided,  and 
his  genial  kindly  manner  won  him  many  friends.  Much  regret  is  expressed 
at  his  early  demise. 


Presentation. — On  the  3rd  inst.,  Mr.  Isaac  Algernon  Lee,  son  of 
Mr.  Isaac  Lee,  of  Edward  Lee  &  Co.,  printers,  Market-street,  terminated 
a  five  years  connection  with  Messrs.  Elliott  Bros.,  in  order  to  join  the 
service  of  Mr.  Mason,  of  Devonshire-street,  to  whom  he  has  been  inden¬ 
tured.

The  Linnean  Society. — ^I'he  abstract  of  proceedings  of  the 
Linnean  Society  of  New  South  Wales  for  August  mentions  that  Mr.  George 
William  Card,  A.R.S.M.,  A.  R.C.S.,  Curator  and  Mineralogist,  Geological 
Survey  of  New  South  Wales,  and  Professor  Richard  Threlfall,  M.A., 
Sydney  University,  were  elected  members  of  the  Society.  Also  that  the 
following  papers  were  read  : — (i)  On  the  Australian  Bembidiidcs  referable 
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to  the  Genus  Tachys  (P'am.  Carabida\  with  the  Description  of  a  new  allied 
Genus,  by  Thomas  G.  Sloane  ;  (2)  Descriptions  of  two  new  species  of 
Prostanthera,  from  New  South  Wales,  by  R.  T.  Baker,  F.L.S.;  (3)  Eucalypts 
and  Loranfchs  in  their  relations  of  Host  and  Parasite,  and  as  Food-plants, 
by  J.  J.  Fletcher,  M.A.,  B.Sc. 

Bllicit  Distillation. — We  are  all  well  aware  that  an  enormous 
amount  of  Illicit  Distillation  is  being  carried  on,  and  that  the  liquor  sold  in 
a  good  many  places  is  unfit  for  consumption,  and  it  is  regrettable  that 
something  cannot  be  done  to  check  it  and  save  the  people  from  being 
either  driven  mad  or  poisoned.  In  a  pointed  letter  to  the  Evening  Neivs^ 
Mr.  J.  I.  Marshall,  of  Wynyard  Square,  suggests  a;!f5oo  fine  or  three  years 
imprisonment,  and  also  advances  a  sensible  proposal  when  he  suggests  the 
reduction  of  the  spirit  duty  to  7s.  per  gallon.  It  has  often  been  said,  and 
there  is  no  reason  to  disbelieve  it,  that  the  Hawkesbury  is  honeycombed 
with  stills,  while  Sydney  and  suburbs  have  not  a  few  at  work. 

Dr.  Finselbach,  of  Lismore. — On  September  the  9th,  at 
Lismore,  Dr.  W.  Finselbach,  Ph.D.,  was  charged  at  the  instance 
of  John  M‘Mullen  with  selling  a  drug  not  of  the  nature  demanded. 
The  evidence  went  to  show  that  plaintiff  sent  a  man  named  Estrich  to 
defendant’s  shop  for  white  precipitate,  and  received  oxide  of  zinc.  'I'he 
evidence  showed  throughout  that  the  prosecution  was  purposely  intended 
by  plaintiff,  who  says  in  one  part  of  his  evidence,  “  I  went  some  time  ago 
and  got  a  preparation  from  Dr.  Finselbach  to  poison  snakes  and  gave  it 
to  the  police,  fully  intending  to  prosecute  Dr  Finselbach.”  The  case, 
which  speaks  for  itself,  was  adjourned  for  Mr.  Hamlet’s  formal  attendance. 

Vegetation  Diseases  Bill. — The  Minister  for  Mines  and  Agri¬ 
culture,  Mr.  Sydney  Smith,  has  introduced  into  the  Legislative  Assembly 
a  Bill  “  for  the  better  prevention  of  the  spread  of  diseases,  and  for  the 
destruction  of  insects,  fungi,  and  other  pests  injuriously  affecting  any  kind 
of  vegetation ;  and  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  those  diseases  and 
insects  into  the  colony.”  The  Bill  provides  that  the  Governor  may  by  pro¬ 
clamation,  either  absolutely  or  subject  to  regulations,  prohibit  the  impor¬ 
tation  of  plants  liable  to  introduce  disease  or  insects  into  [the  colony. 
Power  is  given  to  enter  upon  any  land,  building,  or  vessel  in  search  o^ 
insects  and  fungi  and  diseased  plants,  and  to  notify  the  owner  or  occupier 
to  eradicate  the  diseases.  Fruitgrowing  districts  may  be  defined,  and 
boards  of  advice  appointed  among  fruit-growers  to  enable  the  provisions  of 
the  Bill  to  be  carried  out.  The  Bill  also  provides  for  a  number  of 
penalties.  As  to  the  necessity  for  this  measure,  it  is  pointed  out  all  the 
other  colonies  have  enactments  of  this  nature,  but  the  failure  of  New  South 
Wales  to  legislate  on  the  subject  results  in  a  quantity  of  bad  fruit  and 
diseased  plants  being  sent  here. 

Rontgen  Rays  Experiments  at  Bathurst. — The  experi¬ 
ments  made  by  Father  Slattery,  with  Rontgen  rays  at  St.  Stanislaus’ 
College  have  proved  eminently  successful.  The  bullet  in  the  Rev.  D. 
Laseron’s  side  was  located  by  means  of  the  fluorescent  screen,  showing 
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•clearly  the  position  of  the  bullet,  which  is  about  eight  inches  below  the 
shoulder  bone,  underneath  the  ribs  of  the  left  side,  near  the  centre  of  the 
body.  The  screen  also  showed  an  injury  to  the  bone  below  the  shoulder 
blade.  After  an  exposure  of  three-quarters  of  an  hour,  the  bullet  was 
shown  plainly  in  the  side.  Dr.  Hurst,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  case,  in 
■consultation  with  Dr.  Deeper,  of  Lithgow,  was  present  when  the  discovery 
was  made,  and  expressed  his  entire  satisfaction  at  the  result.  Mr,  Laseron 
has  suffered  severe  pains  occasionally  about  the  shoulder,  and  this  was 
evidently  caused  by  the  fractured  bone,  which  has  been  discovered,  and 
the  frequent  probing  of  the  wound  when  searching  for  the  bullet.  The 
plate  has  been  successfully  developed,  and  will  be  of  service  to  the  medical 
men  for  further  reference.  Some  weeks  ago  a  man  met  with  an  accident, 
sustaining  injuries  to  the  foot.  As  all  the  efforts  of  the  doctors  to  give 
relief  or  locate  the  injury  were  unsuccessful,  it  was  determined  to  take 
advantage  of  the  Rontgen  rays,  and  a  visit  was  paid  to  St.  Stanislaus’, 
vvhere  a  successful  radiograph  of  the  foot  was  taken,  and  the  fractured  bone 
was  clearly  shown.  The  college  and  staff  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
success  attending  the  efforts  of  Father  Slattery,  who  has  proved  that  he 
has  mastered  the  science  of  the  whole  system. 


PHARiVIACY. 


For  Extiriguisl]iqg  Mercury  Barbi  (II.  Farm.  Ital.)  recommends  an 
aqueous  extract  of  saponaria. 

Salo!  and  Monobromated  Camp[]or,  according  to  Polansky,  when  tritu¬ 
rated  together  in  warm  weather  liquefy.  In  cold  weather  they  may  be 
kept  for  some  time  in  contact  without  change. 

Forn\opyrir|. — E.  Marcourt  (Bull.  Soc.  chim.)  obtained  by  the  action  of 
a  40  per  cent,  solution  of  formaldehyde  on  an  aqueous  solution  of  anti¬ 
pyrin,  crystalline  product  of  melting  point  142°  C.,  which  he  designated  as 
formopyrin.  It  is  soluble  in  acids,  forming  crystalline  soluble  salts. 

Peroxide  of  Hydroget]  for  Nose  Bleedir\g. — Dr.  E.  P.  Edwards  reports  in 
the  Medical  World  a  case  of  persistent  nose  bleeding,  in  which  the  flow 
was  promptly  stopped  by  injecting  into  the  nose  a  dram  or  two  of  hydrogen 
peroxide.  He  rarely  uses  anything  else  as  a  styptic  in  the  nose  or  throat. 

Arsei\ic  in  the  Manufacture  of  Hydrogen. — Several  instances  of  poison¬ 
ing  by  Arsenic  have  occurred  in  England  in  a  manufacturing  establishment 
where  a  considerable  quantity  of  zinc  was  dissolved  in  hydrochloric  acid. 
The  acid  used  at  the  time  of  the  poisoning. 

Aloir)  and  Formaldehyde. — E.  Merck  has  prepared  a  condensations 
product  of  aloin  and  formaldehyde,  which  forms  an  amorphous  powder, 
insoluble  in  water  and  organic  solvents,  also  insoluble  in  aqua  ammonia  and 
alkali  carbonates.  Like  aloin,  it  is  soluble  in  caustic  soda  solution.  The 
action  of  this  new  product  is  similar  to  that  of  aloin,  being,  however,  not 
so  drastic,  and  of  a  less  intense  bitter  taste. 
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Use  for  Patent  IV|edicine  Literature. — It  is  a  favourite  axiom  of  the 
optimists  that  everything  has  its  uses.  But  it  has  remained  for  the  New 
Mexico  Territorial  Board  of  Health  to  find  a  use  for  the  patent  medicine 
almanac.  In  a  recently  issued  circular  on  the  prevention  of  consumption, 
among  other  things,  it  is  advised  that  “  every  person  so  affected  should  spit 
into  some  receptacle  and  should  see  that  the  sputum  is  soon  destroyed  by 
fire.  About  the  house  there  is  no  better  way  than  to  spit  between  the 
leaves  of  patent  medicine  almanacs — to  be  had  freely  at  all  drug  stores — 
and  after  half  a  dozen  or  more  spittings  burn  the  book.” — Era. 

Sugar  EstitT\atiot\s  \r\  Urine. — Many  remedies  undergo  such  changes  in 
the  system  that  the  decomposition  products  found  in  the  urine  react  with 
Fehling’s  solution,  causing  a  reduction  like  that  produced  by  glucose. 
Among  such  we  find  chloral,  chloroform,  oil  of  turpentine,  balsam  of 
copaiba,  acetanilid,  phenol,  &c.  The  former  organic  products  are  found 
in  the  urine  chiefly  as  glycuronic  acid  (COH.  (CH.OH)4,  COOH),  while 
the  latter  two  drugs  secrete  chrysaphanic  acid.  To  avoid  any  error 
Hausmann  (Union  Phar.)  recommends  the  addition  of  a  slight  excess  of 
basic  lead  acetate,  which  precipitates  both  of  these  decomposition  pro¬ 
ducts  ;  the  excess  of  lead  is  removed  by  addition  of  sulphuric  acid. 

A  Subtile  ai\d  Fatal  Poison. — It  is  well  known  to  chemists  that  under 
certain  conditions,  hydrogen  and  arsenic  unite,  forming  what  is  commonly 
called  arseniureted  hydrogen,  or  more  properly,  hydrogen  arsenide.  In 
generating  hydrogen  by  the  reaction  between  zinc  and  hydrocholoric  or 
sulphuric  acid,  hydrogen  arsenide  is  formed  at  the  same  time,  if  arsenic  is 
present.  This  is  likely  to  be  the  case  when  the  commercial  articles  are 
used  and  a  similar  result  might  be  expected  with  any  arsenic-bearing 
materials  which  may  be  used  in  the  same  manner.  The  arsenide  like 
hydrogen  itself  assumes  the  gaseous  state,  but  is  distinguished  from  hydro¬ 
gen  by  a  garlic-like  odor,  which,  however,  can  scarcely  be  noticed  when 
the  proportion  is  small.  A  very  important  fact  to  be  noted  in  regard  to 
this  gas  is,  that  it  is  a  most  active  poison. 

A  New  Treatn\ent  for  Diphtl\eria. — The  Ee/if  Journal  has  published  a 
glowing  account  of  hermitine  (so-called  after  its  inventor)  or  electrolised 
salt-water.  Dr.  Proger,  of  the  Asnieres  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
says  ; — “  The  electrolised  saline  water  is  neither  caustic  nor  irritating  ;  it 
may  be  applied  to  the  mucous  membrane  as  to  the  skin  ;  it  instantly  re¬ 
moves  all  bad  odours ;  stops  all  putrescent  fermentation ;  kills  microbes 
more  effectively  and  rapidly  than  any  other  antiseptic ;  cleanses  and  heals 
foetid  wounds  and  sores,  and  hastens  healing  ;  it  is  an  ideal  antiseptic. 
Consequently  it  appears  to  me  of  the  utmost  importance  to  make  it  known- 
and  to  draw  attention  to  all  the  applications  that  it  may  be  put  to,  both 
from  a  domestic  point  of  view  for  deodorising  and  cleansing,  and  Irom  a 
medical  point  of  view  as  an  antiseptic  and  healer  far  excellence.  In  angina 
and  coryza  washing  gargles  and  applications  of  hermitine  have  given  me 
the  best  of  results.  I  treated  with  perfect  success  a  case  of  incipient  diph¬ 
theria  exclusively  with  lotions  and  gargles  of  the  electrolised  solution.”

Mr.  Ftarry 
Lawrence,  late  Vice-President,  was  elected  as  Hon.  Secretary  without 
opposition.  Several  new  members  were  elected,  and  a  motion  passed  for 
a  smoke  concert  to  be  held  at  Quong  Tart’s  rooms,  King  street,  on  October 
9th.  Several  notices  of  motions  were  passed,  and  after  other  business  was 
transacted  the  meeting  terminated. 


A  PECULIAR  CASE. 

In  the  Equity  Court  at  the  end  of  last  month,  Patrick  Joseph  Curtayne  had 
a  strange  story  to  tell  concerning  Edward  Freeman,  who  practices  as  a 
medical  man  at  the  corner  of  Park  and  Elizabeth-streets.  We  let  the 
affidavit  speak  for  itself. 

“  Mr.  Walker  read  an  affidavit  made  by  the  plaintiff,  stating  in  the  month 
of  May  last,  while  suffering  from  epilepsy,  he  consulted  the  defendant,  who 
said  he  would  effect  a  cure  for  £io.  Plaintiff  paid  defendant  that  amount. 
In  the  month  of  June,  not  having  improved  under  the  treatment,  plaintiff 
again  saw  the  defendant,  who  said  that  the  complaint  was  much  more 
difficult  than  he  had  anticipated,  and  that  he  would  require  another  ;^io. 
Plaintiff  agreed  to  pay  another  £  lo,  but,  as  he  had  no  ready  cash,  he 
offered  to  give  defendant  security  in  the  shape  of  three  deposit  receipts  on 
the  Australian  Joint  Stock  Bank  for  /350,  and  also  the  deeds  of  property, 
valued  at  the  sum  of  £20,  at  North  Botany.  Defendant  agreed  to  that 
arrangement,  and  was  handed  the  securities.  Subsequently  defendant 
promised  to  accompany  plaintiff  to  the  bank,  where  plaintiff  was  to  get  ^10 
and  redeem  the  securities.  Defendant,  however,  refused  to  accompany  the 
plaintiff  to  the  bank,  and  on  several  occasions  since  had  repeated  his  refusal. 
In  August  plaintiff  tendered  defendant  ;£io  for  the  return  of  the  securities, 
but  defendant  refused  to  accept  it.  Defendant  informed  plaintiff  that  he 
held  a  promissory  note  drawn  by  plaintiff  in  his  favour  for  the  sum  of  ^100, 
and  claimed  to  be  entitled  to  hold  the  securities  until  payment  of  the 
promissory  note.  Plaintiff  swore  in  his  affidavit  that  he  had  no  recollection 
of  having  signed  any  such  promissory  note,  and  that  if  defendant  did  hold 
a  note,  it  had  been  obtained  while  plaintiff  was  suffering  from  epilepsy,  and 
absolutely  incapable  of  understanding  the  transaction.  Plaintiff  stated 
that  he  had  received  no  benefit  from  his  treatment  by  the  defendant,  and 
that  frequently  during  the  exercise  of  such  treatment  he  was  incapable  of 
transacting  ordinary  business  matters.  Plaintiff  was  afraid  that  if  an 
injunction  were  not  granted,  defendant  might  negotiate  the  securities  he 
held. 

His  Honor  :  It  is  a  most  extraordinary  story. 
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Mr.  Walker  :  It  is.  An  injunction  would  preserve  the  interests  of  the 
plaintiff,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  defendant  be  in  the  right,  no 
harm  can  be  done  to  him  by  restraining  him  from  negotiating  the  securities. 

His  Honor  made  an  order  restraining  defendant  from  negotiating  the 
promissory  note,  or  dealing  with  the  securities  held  by  him,  and  gave  leave 
for  short  notice  to  be  served  on  the  defendant.” 


ACTION  AGAINST  A  DENTIST. 

In  No.  2  Jury  Court,  on  the  6th,  before  Mr.  Acting  Justice  Cohen  and  jury 
of  four,  Theresa  Neal  brought  an  action  against  Chas.  George  Hodgson,  a 
dentist,  carrying  on  business  in  Macquarie-street,  for  the  recovery  of 
£2000  compensation  for  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received  through 
negligence  in  the  extraction  of  a  tooth.  Mr.  W.  Edmunds  appeared  for 
the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  B.  R.  Wise  for  the  defendant.  The  defendant 
entered  a  plea  of  not  guilty.  It  was  explained  by  Mr.  Edmunds  that  in 
June,  1894,  the  plaintiff  went  to  the  defendant  to  have  a  tooth  drawn. 
She  was  shown  upstairs  to  the  dentistry,  and  there  she  was  operated  upon, 
not,  as  she  believed,  by  the  defendant  personally,  but  by  an  assisant.  The 
result  was  that  a  portion  of  her  jawbone  was  pulled  away,  and  injured  to 
such  an  extent  that  a  portion  of  it  subsequently  decayed.  The  operator 
had  made  two  attempts  to  extract  the  tooth,  and  had  failed,  and  they  had 
caused  her  such  pain  that  she  would  not  allow  him  to  proceed  further.  He 
then  told  her  to  come  to  him  another  day,  and  she  went  away,  intending 
to  return,  but  in  the  meantime  her  illness  had  become  so  great  that  she 
had  to  seek  the  attendance  of  a  doctor,  who  would  not  allow'  her  to  go 
back  for  a  repetition  of  the  operation.  She  was  afterwards  treated  at 
St.  Vincent’s  Hospital,  and  later  on  at  the  Prince  Alfred  Hospital,  where 
she  was  attended  by  Dr.  Twynam,  who  performed  several  operations.  It 
was  submitted  that  the  injury  was  a  result  of  the  unskilful  attempt  to  draw' 
the  tooth.  It  was  shown  for  the  defence  that  the  treatment  could  not  have 
been  unskilful,  as  plaintiffs  face  did  not  inflame  for  five  months  after ;  and  it 
w'as  contended  that  even  if  the  treatment  was  unskilful  there  was  no 
evidence  of  the  fact.  The  medical  men  were  agreed  that  it  would  be  im¬ 
possible  to  say  that  the  treatment  was  unskilful  under  the  circumstances. 
Verdict  for  defendant. 


FOUL  MURDER  DONE. 

A  THRILL  of  horror  attended  the  announcement,  briefly  made  in  these  pages 
last  week,  that  the  president  of  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  had 
been  murderously  done  to  death,  and  by  a  brother  druggist.  Nor  is  this 
horror  lessened  as  the  minor  facts  come  to  light,  and  it  is  learned  that  there 
are  apparently  no  mitigating  circumstances  to  excuse  the  deed.  Two  men 
descending  to  the  level  of  mere  brutes,  engaging  in  a  disgraceful  street 
fight,  one  drawing  a  dagger  and  the  deed  is  done.  The  pity  of  it  !  Each 
was  a  prominent  and  respected  citizen,  of  honored  social  and  business 
position,  but  a  moment’s  passion  brings  them  both  down  from  this  estate 
and  the  foul  deed  is  accomplished.  It  brings  sorrow  and  disgrace  to  family 
and  friends,  remorse  and  terrible  punishment  to  the  murderer,  and  a 
reproach  upon  the  pharmaceutical  profession  which  is  undeserved,  but  the 
deeper  because  of  the  prominence  and  high  standing  of  its  representatives 
iinvolved  in  this  tragedy.  Again,  we  say,  the  pity  of  it  ! — Era,  August  6th. 
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ALLEGED  DRUG  STEALING. 

At  the  Water  Police  Court  on  the  nth  inst,  John  Cowpe,  chemist,  and 
Thomas  Payne,  clerk,  were  charged,  the  former  with  stealing  a  quantity  of 
drugs,  patent  medicines,  perfumery,  soap,  and  brushware,  of  the  value  of 
£200,  the  property  of  Messrs.  Elliott  Brothers,  and  the  latter  with  having 
received  the  goods,  knowing  them  to  have  been  st  olen.  Evidence  was 
given  as  to  the  seizure  of  the  goods  in  Queen’s-court,  on  the  5th  inst. 
Payne  claimed  the  goods  as  his  pro  perty,  stating  that  he  had  purchased  the 
goods  for  £100  from  a  man  named  Williams,  who  had  since  left  for  the 
Cape.  After  Cowpe  had  been  taken  to  the  police  station,  he  said,  “  I 
suppose  you  heard  of  my  affair  at  Newtown  ?”  Detective  Goulder  asked 
“What  affair?”  “The  affair  I  got  five  years  for.”  “  I  was  charged  with 
setting  fire  to  my  shop  at  Newtown.  Previous  to  the  fire,  I  removed  the 
goods  you  seized  to-day,  and  had  them  stored.  While  I  was  in  Berrima 
Gaol  I  met  Payne,  and  when  I  came  out  I  asked  him  to  sell  them  for  me, 
as  I  could  not  do  it  in  consequence  of  my  bad  character.  Nearly  all  be¬ 
long  to  Elliott  Brothers,  a  few  of  them  I  bought  myself.”  “I  was  virtually 
manager  of  the  shop  for  Elliott  Brothers.”  George  Charles  Elliott, 
representing  Messrs.  Elliott  Brothers,  said  that  Cowpe,  at  the  latter  end  of 
1890,  bought  the  business  of  a  chemist  at  Newtown  for  a  sum  of  ;^i8oo. 
The  accused  paid  £200,  and  gave  Elliott  Brothers  an  unregistered  bill  of 
sale  over  the  stock  for  ;^i6oo,  the  balance  of  his  indebtedness  to  the  firm* 
Sergeant  Parkinson  gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that  certain  goods  recovered 
from  the  shop  at  the  time  of  the  fire  were  ordered  by  Cowpe  to  be  handed 
over  to  Elliott  Brothers,  as  that  firm  had  a  mortgage  over  the  stock.  The 
accused  were  committed  for  trial,  bail  being  allowed  in  each  case  in  ;^2oo, 
and  two  sureties  in  100  each,  or  one  in  ;^2oo. 

THE  EVAN  JAMES  AFFAIR, 

EXTRAORDINARY  CLAIM  FOR  PROFESSIONAL  MEDICAL  SERVICES. 

SUPPLYING  ABORTION  MEDICINES. 

The  following  clipping  was  sent  to  the  Premier  concerning  the  statement 
made  by  Mr.  E.  James  in  the  Albury  case  ; — “  At  the  Albury  Small  Debts 
Court  on  5th  August,  Evan  James,  chemist,  formerly  in  the  employ  of 
Mr.  Skeene,  as  assistant,  proceeded  against  D.  G.  Moore,  teller  at  the 
A.J.S.  Bank,  to  recover  the  sum  of  los.  for  ‘  professional  medical 
services.’  Mr.  Wilkinson  appeared  for  the  defendant,  and  submitted  that 
the  plaintiff  could  not  sue,  and  said  that  whatever  claim  there  was  had  been 
paid.  The  plaintiff  deposed  that  on  July  1st,  the  defendant  came  to  him 
and  said  there  was  a  young  woman  in  an  interesting  condition  and  asked 
him  ‘  to  get  him  out  of  a  mess,”  meaning  that  he  was  to  give  her  some 
medicine  to  procure  abortion.  Witness  said  he  would  do  it.  He  said 
he  would  pay  witness  very  handsomely.  Witness  gave  the  defendant  some 
medicine  and  instructed  him  what  to  do.  He  had  an  interview  with  him 
on  three  or  four  occasions.  The  treatment  was  quite  successful.  Witness 
rendered  defendant  an  account,  when  he  said  the  charges  were  exorbitant. 
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Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Wilkinson,  the  plaintiff  said  that  at  the  time  he 
was  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  Skeene,  but  witness  got  the  medicine  from 
Elliott  Bros,  on  his  own  account.  Witness  sent  an  account,  charging  de¬ 
fendant  ;^6  5s.,  but  witness  modified  the  charge.  ‘Is  it  not  a  fact  that 
you  supplied  medicine  for  dogs?’ — ‘  No,  it  is  not.’  ‘  Look  at  your  own 
handwriting  ?  ’ — Yes  (reading  receipt),  ‘  received  from  Mr.  Moore  the  sum 
of  £1  I  os.  for  dog  medicine.’  ‘That  is  a  different  thing  altogether.^  The 
P.M.  (to  plaintiff)  :  ‘  You  are  a  registered  chemist?’  Witness:  ‘Yes,  in 
Victoria,  but  not  in  New  South  Wales  ’  ‘  Is  the  procuring  of  abortion  a 

legitimate  thing?’  ‘Yes,  it  is  the  legitimate  practice  of  a  chemist.  It  is 
the  ruling  of  the  Lord  High  Justice  of  England.’  ‘Is  it  a  common 
practice?’  ‘Yes.’  ‘Have  you  any  witnesses?’  ‘No.’  Mr.  Wilkinson 
submitted  that  the  plaintiff  was  out  of  court.  He  could  not  sue  for  pro 
fessional  services.  Furthermore,  any  claim  he  had  against  Moore  was  for 
dog  medicine.  The  Plaintiff :  ‘  The  dog  medicine  was  quite  a  different 
thing.’  D.  G,  Moore,  the  defendant,  deposed  he  was  teller  at  the  A.J  S. 
Bank.  He  denied  point  blank  having  seen  the  plaintiff  as  alleged  about 
procuring  abortion.  There  was  not  the  slightest  truth  in  it.  He  got  some  dog 
medicine  from  him,  He  paid  plaintiff  30s.  in  all.  This  was  for  dog  medicine. 
After  getting  an  account  from  plaintiff  he  saw  Mr.  Wilkinson.  He  never 
heard  a  word  about  the  girl  till  told  about  it  this  morning.  The  P.M.  said 
the  plaintiff  had  failed  to  establish  his  claim,  and,  furthermore,  a  chemist 
could  not  sue,  as  James  had  sued,  in  the  Small  Debts  Court.  Therefore 
the  case  must  be  dismissed.” 

The  Attorney-General  has  fully  considered  the  case  and  has  decided 
not  to  take  any  action  in  the  matter.

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DEPUTATION  FROM  THE  SOUTH  SUBURBAN  CHEMISTS*  ASSOCIATION. 

A  deputation  from  the  South  Suburban  Chemists’  Association,  con¬ 
sisting  of  Messrs.  Hislop,  Pleasance,  and  Molloy,  introduced  by  Mr.  VvL 
VVitt,  had  an  interview  with  the  Board  of  appointment,  with  the  object  of 
bringing  under  notice  certain  anomalies,  and  also  what  was  considered  the 
wholesale  violation  of  the  Medical  Poisons  Act.  Mr.  Witt  stated  that  a 
meeting  was  held  at  Prahan  on  the  4th  inst.,  at  which  the  matter  had  been 
fully  discussed,  and  he  proceeded  to  lay  the  result  of  its  deliberations 
before  the  Board  ;  but  as  the  matter  was  of  a  confidential  nature,  we  are 
unable  to  publish  it.  After  a  long  conference,  the  President  stated  that 
the  questions  submitted  by  the  deputation  would  have  the  careful  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Board,  and  the  interview  terminated. 

AN  INTERCOLONIAL  EXAMINATION. 

Several  communications  were  read  asking  if  the  suggestions  appearing 
in  the  Australasian  Journal  of  Pharmacy  for  August  were  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  or  merely  those  of  the  editor  of  the  publication  referred  to.  It 
was  unanimously  resolved  that  a  reply  be  sent,  stating  that  the  Board  fully 
endorse  the  proposals  suggested. 

The  monthly  statement  of  the  Treasurer  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Correspondence  was  read  and  minuted,  and  the  meeting  adjourned. 


Pharmaceutical  Society, 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Victoria, 
on  the  nth  September,  the  examiners  in  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and 
Botany,  for  the  quarterly  examination  certificate  of  the  College  of  Phar¬ 
macy,  reported  that  the  results  were  disastrous  to  the  students — only  one 
out  of  thirteen  having  passed. 

THE  shops’  and  FACTORIES*  ACT. 

The  Shops*  and  Factories’  Act  gave  rise  to  some  consideration  and 
discussion,  the  Secretary  stating  that  much  correspondence  had  taken 
place  as  to  the  position  of  Pharmacists  under  the  Act,  and  in  view  of  the 
difference  of  opinion  on  the  subject  he  thought  it  would  be  well  if  a 
meeting  were  called  to  consider  the  question.  The  advantages  in  many 
suburbs  would  be  tantamount  to  disadvantages  in  the  city. 

Mr.  Blackett’s  opinion  was  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  close  alto¬ 
gether,  for,  although  some  might  agree  to  close  the  doors  of  their  shops, 
someone  would  be  kept  on  the  premises,  which  was  nothing  short  of 
keeping  open. 

Mr.  O’Kearney  thought  it  would  be  impossible  to  close.  So  far  as  his 
assistants  were  concerned  they  had  more  than  the  statutory  holiday.  His 
business  was  open  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Owen  favoured  closing  on  Saturday  from  2  to  6.30. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  O’Kearney  it  was  resolved  to  take  no  action 
for  the  present. 
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THE  CUTTING  STORES  QUESTION. 

The  Cutting  Stores  Question  was  dealt  with  in  a  confidential  report 
by  the  Secretary,  on  the  infringement  of  the  Medical  and  Poisons  Acts. 

HON.  LIBRARIAN. 

Mr.  Blackett,  having  kindly  volunteered  to  undertake  the  duties  of  the 
Hon.  Librarian,  was  appointed  to  the  office. 


SOUTH  AUSTRALIA. 

Pharmacy  Board. 

The  monthly  meeting  was  held  on  August  20th. 

The  Registrar  was  authorised  to  take  the  usual  steps  with  regard  to 
arranging  for  the  forthcoming  examinations. 

The  representation  of  the  Board  on  the  Board  of  Examiners  was 
considered,  and  the  President  was  appointed  to  undertake  the  duty. 

Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  monthly  meeting  of  Council  was  held  on  August  20th. 

Accounts  for  i6s.  were  passed  for  payment. 

Mr.  Hill,  who,  as  the  only  trustee  of  the  Society,  attended  to  bring  the 
matter  before  the  Council,  pointed  out  that  through  the  death  of  Mr. 
Grundy,  it  would  be  necessary  to  appoint  another  trustee.  After  some 
discussion  the  matter  was  held  over. 

The  President  reported  having  received  a  letter  from  the  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Society  of  Queensland  requesting  the  co-operation  of  this  Society 
in  representing  to  the  British  body  the  desirability  of  recognising  colonial 
certificates,  and  asked  the  Council’s  opinion  thereon.  Discussion  of  the 
matter  showed  that  the  general  feeling  was  against  the  step  being  taken  at 
present.  Resolved — “  That  this  Council  holds  that  the  time  has  not  yet 
arrived  when  any  such  action  could  be  advantageous  to  the  colonies 
generally,  and  it  should  be  delayed  until  intercolonial  reciprocity  is 
established.” 

The  details  of  the  competition  for  the  President’s  medal  were 
considered,  and  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the  Chairman,  and  Messrs. 
Main  and  Young. 

NEW  ZEALAND. 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  on  Thursday,  3rd  Sep¬ 
tember. 

Mr.  R.  F.  Stewart,  of  Otago,  whose  name  has  been  removed  from  the 
register  owing  to  unnotified  change  of  address,  applied  to  be  reinstated 
He  had  lost  his  certificate,  but  enclosed  the  necessary  papers  of  identifica¬ 
tion.  His  request  was  complied  with. 

An  application  was  received  from  Miss  Matilda  M.  Bagley,  Dunedin, 
for  registration,  as  having  been  a  dispensing  assistant  before  passing  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act.  The  necessary  certificates  being  presented,  her  registration 
was  ordered. 
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Mr.  R.  P.  Page,  holding  the  British  Minor  certificate,  asked  for 
instruction  as  to  form  of  procedure  necessary  to  secure  registration.  The 
required  information  \Yas  ordered  to  be  sent  him. 

The  Registrar  of  Deaths  wrote  notifying  decease  of  Mr.  F.  D.  Bramald, 
late  of  Danvirke,  and  several  changes  of  address  were  recorded. 

Mr.  A.  M.  Loasby,  deputy-registrar  under  the  Pharmacy  Board  at 
Dunedin,  sent  in  his  resignation  on  account  of  his  being  about  to  leave 
New  Zealand  for  some  time.  His  resignation  was  accepted  and  the 
Registrar  was  directed  to  write  thanking  him  for  past  services.  On  the 
recommendation  of  Mr.  Bagley  (Otago  member  of  the  Boardj,  Mr.  T.  M. 
Wilkinson  was  appointed  as  his  successor. 

The  Board  then  proceeded  to  appoint  Examiners  for  the  ensuing 
examination  in  October,  when,  with  the  exception  of  the  examiner  in 
Botany,  Mr.  Haslett  (who  retires  on  account  of  an  assistant  in  his  employ 
going  up  as  a  candidate),  the  gentlemen  who  acted  in  April  were  appointed. 
Mr.  T.  F.  Cheeseman,  Curator  of  the  Auckland  Museum,  was  asked  to 
take  the  Botany  Paper,  and  the  other  examiners  are — Mr.  Graves  Aickin,. 
Materia  Medica  ;  Mr.  T.  Crawford,  Pharmacy  ;  Mr.  John  Kenderdine, 
Chemistry. 

The  President,  who  had  just  returned  from  Wellington,  gave  an 
interesting  and  detailed  account  of  the  work  done  by  Mr.  Geo.  Mee  and 
himself  in  furthering  the  interests  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  at  present  before 
Parliament.  He  explained  that  ail  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  as  now 
amended,  had  been  accepted  by  the  Government,  and  as  there  was  no 
longer  any  debatable  matter  it  only  remained  to  get  the  Bill  brought  before 
the  House.  This,  he  had  been  promised,  by  several  members  of  the 
Cabinet,  would  be  done,  and  he  hoped  to  see  the  Bill  passed  this  session. 


TASMANIA. 

Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  September  3rd. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Charlotte  A.  L.  Skyring,  Brisbane,  asking  for 
information  as  to  the  qualifications  necessary  to  enable  a  Queensland 
chemist  to^  practice  in  Tasmania.  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  replied 
to  the  effect  that  there  was,  unfortunately,  no  reciprocity  between  the 
colonies  at  present,  and  read  a  press  copy  of  his  reply,  which  was  approved. 

Some  discussion  ensued  upon  a  leading  article  which  appeared  in  the 
last  issue  of  the  Australasian  Joipnal  of  Pharmacy^  advocating  the 
establishment  of  a  uniform  examination  i  .i  all  the  colonies  by  a  joint  Board, 
Eventually  Mr.  Gould  moved,  and  Mr.  Weaver  seconded,  that  the  Secretary 
be  instructed  to  write  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria, 
asking  him  whether  that  article  expresses  the  views  of  his  Board,  or  only 
those  of  the  Editor  of  the  journal.

“Salt,  quassia,  and  sulphate  of  iron  are  moderately  innocuous,’’  says  Food 
and  Sanitation^  in  speaking  of  the  adulteration  of  beer,  “  but  the  same 
cannot  be  said  of  cocculus  indicus,  which  is  more  used  than  ever  by  the 
ingenious  publican.  Every  year  two  hundred  and  fifty  tons  of  the  poisonous 
berries  are  imported  into  Great  Britian  to  give  strength  to  the  well-watered 
liquor.  It  may  be  obtained  from  any  brewers’  druggist  under  the  name  of 
‘  multum.’  Porter,  on  the  other  hand,  may  be  confidently  recommended 
to  those  who  have  an  aversion  to  poisons,  as  it  only  contains  lime  and 
treacle,  liquorice  and  salt.  Of  course,  these  aspersions  on  the  character  of 
beer  and  its  cousins  only  apply  to  that  which  issues  from  the  lower  classes 
of  houses,  and  particularly  where  there  is  little  competition.  The  most 
amazing  concoction  ever  tasted  was  in  a  lonely  little  village  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  Cotswolds,  which  shall  be  nameless.  Turning  to  wine,  we  find  that 
John  Bull  patiently  and  even  complacently  drinks  champagne  made  out  of 
rhubarb  stalks,  gooseberries  and  sugar,  and  in  America  more  of  the  spark¬ 
ing  nectar  is  bottled  for  Cousin  Jonathan’s  consumption  than  ever  crosses 
the  Atlantic.  Thousands  of  pints  of  spoiled  cider  and  bad  brandy  aie 
turned  into  port,  to  which  bigberries  lend  the  rich  colour,  while  lead  is 
added  to  preserve  it.  Elderberry  and  logwood  produce  an  excellent  colour 
for  claret,  oak-bark  is  useful  if  dryness  be  the  object,  and  either  will  furnish 
the  delicate  bouquet  which  appeals  so  much  to  connoisseurs.  Cheap- 
whisky  is  sent  to  France,  and  returns  as  the  best  cognac,  after  it  has  been 
coloured  with  burnt  sugar,  and  flavoured  with  the  refuse  grape-stones  and 
grape-skins  from  the  wine  presses.”
